In the late 1950's, the Helena Rubenstein (HR) company decided to diversify into 
electronics. Since there was a lot of money to be made in military contracts, they 
tendered a bid on a US Navy contract for a quantity of eighty R-390A receivers. At 
that time, HR did not have on a single electronics engineer on staff, so they bid 
a ridiculously low price. Guess what? - the low bidder won the contract! 
Immediately, HR hired an engineer to set up an assembly line. He eventually told 
management how much it would cost and they nearly fainted. To cut their losses, HR 
purchased eighty off-the- shelf R-390A's from Collins Radio for some exorbitant 
price, put their own labels on them, delivered them to the Navy and promptly 
forgot about going into electronics.
